XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for October, 
November, and December, and the Year 1926. 


October —The month was characterised by a recurrence of the violent wind and rain 
producing disturbances which were experienced in the mid-winter months, and _ practically 
throughout the West and South-West coastal and agricultural country the averages were 
greatly exceeded. The heaviest inland registrations were effected on the 4th, 9th and 22nd 
but lighter showers were of frequent occurrence, while in coastal regions, more particularly 
in the extreme South-West, rain was registered on 18 to 20 days throughout the month. 

The most conspicuous excesses above the average were noted in the valleys of the 
Preston and Collie Rivers, Collie with 837 points being the heaviest reported registration 
amongst telegraphic reporting stations. This represented an excess of over five inches 
above the normal for the month, and was the heaviest fall ever experienced during Octo- 
ber at that station. The result was apparent towards the close of the month when both 
the Preston and Collie Rivers again approached flood level. Fortunately the concluding 
days were fine and the rivers rapidly subsided. 


The good falls extended inland to the most Easterly of the wheat growing centres, 
although in the neighbourhood of Southern Cross the average was not reached. Further Hast- 
ward only a few showers of minor importance were experienced, while the Gascoyne and 
Murchison were visited only by a few trivial falls. 

Although of little actual value the occurrence of light showers in the Kimberley district 
in the latter half of the month was of interest as suggesting that the summer rains were making 
an early commencement in our tropical regions. 


November.—The month’s rain totals showed an almost general increase throughout the 
State South of the Tropics, when compared with the usual November gaugings. Exceptions 
were noted in the extreme South-West and through the South Coolgardie Goldfields, while 
decreases were also met with throughout the Kimberley and the coastal areas of the North- 
West and West Gascoyne. 

The rain “was the result of tropical depressions travelling from the North-West coast, 
and these, associated with Southern depressions moving Northwards along our coast, @aused 
some good falls, with thunder, over the Gascoyne, Goldfields, agricultural districts and South- 
West coastal] areas. As often happens, this combination of weather forces was productive of 
a very uneven distribution, and whereas slight defects were noted at some of the extreme 
Eastern agricultural centres, on the other hand Boleart with 227 points exceeded the average 
by 194 points, while Toodyay was 141 points and Northam 124 points above the average. 

The most extensive agricultural rains fell on the 7th, 19th, 25th and 26th, and were 
associated with thunder and in some instances hail. These rains also extended through the 
Goldfields and Gascoyne where -the registrations showed the same uneven distribution. At 
many centres, however, splendid falls, the best since last March, were experienced, and the 
benefits must be almost incalculable. Coastal areas from Carnaryon Northward to Broome, 
and the greater part of the West Kimberley, however, where a good downpour is urgently 
needed, did not share in these benefits. 


December.—The outstanding feature of the month’s rainfall was the heayy falls in the 
Kimberley districts, which were due chiefly to the ‘‘ willy-willy’’ disturbance in the third week. 
This storm spent its greatest force between Derby and La Grange Bay, the latter station 
registering the rather unusual amount of 7.50 inches for the 24-hour period ended 8 a.m. on 
the 23rd. At the same station the maximum total for the month (15.41 inches) was registered 
but Derby with 13.26 inches and Broome with 11.35 were also greatly in excess of the nom 
for the month. ; z 


In the remainder of the tropical districts, and through the Gascoyne, Murchison, and 
agricultural districts, the month’s rainfall was not remarkable, although here and there the 
averages were exceeded, mainly as a result of general thundery rains between the 12th and 


15th. On parts of the North-West coast the 25th was also responsible for so heavy fall 
(2.17 at Whim Creek). eee 


The falls of the 12th to 15th, above mentioned, were particuiarly valuable on the North 
Coolgardie Goldfield, where most of the stations registered over one and a-half inches, and 
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the averages were, of course, greatly exceeded. On the Southein fields and in the agricultural 
districts these rains were much lighter, but sufficed to maintain pasturage and to partially 
replenish water supplies. 

Year 1926.—Taking the year as a whole, the averages were greatly exceeded in the 
Kimberley and the greater part of the agricultural districts, although some defects were noted 
in the Midland and extreme Hastern country. The heaviest deficiencies were recorded in the 
West Gascoyne, but the greater part of the De Grey, Coolgardie Goldfields and South Coastal 
regious also showed shortages. On the Murchison the year had been a good one, except at 
some of the more Northerly stations. 

Throughout the Kimberleys good rains fell during the first five months of the year. 
The outstanding features were a willy-willy which traversed the country between Derby and 
Broome on January 22nd and 23rd, the floods from Hall’s Creek and Fitroy Crossing during 
the end of that month, and the extremely heavy coastal rain from Derby: to Condon in April. 
After the usual dry winter there was a weak rainfall in November, but during December 
thunderstorms increased in frequency and intensity, and at the end of December the outlook 
for the coming season was most satisfactory. Derby and Broome were again visited by a 
willy-willy on December 21st, and although its fiercest intensity was felt at Broome, no damage 
was reported. 

In the North-West, Gascoyne and Goldfields pastoral divisions, although some good falls 
were reported here and there at some of the inland centres, the most widespread rain occurred 
between March 8 and 10 when an extensive tropical depression brought rain which extended 
throughout the State, floods being experienced in the Gascoyne and Murchison country. 
Occasional falls were noted during the winter, the Murchison country receiving the greatest 
benefit. It was not until November that the Gascoyne reported another general registration, 
which also occurred in the Goldfields areas in November and December. The North-Western 
division, however, fared badly, as very little rain bevond scattered thunderstorms was reported 
since March. 

In the agricultural and South-Western areas rains in March not only relieved a rather 
serious water shortage, but softened the ground enough to permit an early start to be made 
with seasonal operations. Good wheat rains began early in April and continued till November, 
July being phenomenally wet. At many stations near the metropolis and through the Great 
Southern district absolute records for July, and in some instances for all months, were created. 
All rivers from the Swan southward and large areas of the inland lake drainages were heavily 
flooded. August and September saw an easing off, but October was rather wetter than usual, 
especially in the extreme South-West, where some of the rivers again approached flood levels. 

As a result of the ample rainfall throughout the wheat belt, a remarkably fine harvest 
was being reaped, despite slight checks due to a dry spell in September, and also to frosts 
at the ripening period, whilst the rough weather towards the end of the year greatly hindered 
farming operations and caused a considerable loss of grain. 

Very heavy coastal weather was experienced throughout the winter, which was prob- 
ably one of the roughest, if not the roughest, ever experienced. 

One of the severest droughts on record occurred in the Carnarvon district. Practically 
no rain fell throughout the year, beyond trivial showers.
